The direct yalue of raw timber 
products was 66 million dollars in 
1962. Values. added by mannfac- 
turing and beyond manufacturing 
total over 1 billion dollars per 
year. : 

Thesé same forest lands ‘also 
provide the habitat for game, birds 
and animals. Many citizens enjoy 
seeing these creatures of the for- 
est and many enjoy hunting them. 
Small game hunters totaled over 
650,000 in 1960. Numbers of people 
simply enjoying the viewing of 
animals is tremendous. 

Big game license sales were 461,- 
000 in 1960 and over 500,000 in 1965. 
Again it is difficult - to determine 
the number of people who enjoy 
seeing big game and not hunting. 

The total economic contribution 
of the wildlife enterprise is large, 
and the number of people involved 
in using this resource is great. 

Over 900,000 persons purchased 
fishing licences in 1960 and the 
management of this resource is de- 
pendent on wise land management. 

The tremendous. explosion in out- 
doo eation other than 
hunting and fishing has had an im- 
portant impact on land use policies. 
Camping, picnicing, hiking, riding 
and ‘sight seeing are all important 
uses of the forest. These uses in-
